It  is  possible  that  Russia  has  found  that  her  post-war  expansion 
has  proceeded  at  too  fast  a  clip,  and  that  if  she  were  to  become 
engaged  in  an  all-out  war  before  her  peoples  were  completely 
assimilated  into  the  Soviet  body  politic,  she  might  be  seriously 
weakened  and  hampered  in  any  war  effort  by  internal  dissension, 
sabotage  and,  possibly,  rebellion.  This  conclusion  is  almost  wholly 
conjectural,  however. 

Yet  whatever  temporary  successes  we  may  have  gained,  the 
United  States  and  its  allies  must  not  be  beguiled  by  their  own  dreams 
—stimulated  by  the  opium  of  Russian  propaganda — of  a  peaceful 
world.  The  German-Soviet  Nonaggression  pact  of  1939  was  followed 
almost  at  once  by  Russian  campaigns  in  eastern  Europe.  After  the 
Yalta  conference  in  1945  the  Communists  openly  laid  the  foundations 

of  their  present  world-wide  power,  and  proceeded  to  antagonize  and _ 

weaken  the  free  nations  of  the  world.  Perhaps  the  Russians  are  hold¬ 
ing  out  a  genuine  olive  branch,  but  judging  from  past  actions  and  men  each.  Several  students  were
